Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department 
fares well in the First Annual Volunteer Run 
Survey in 1988. Over 200 departments across 
the nation — plus one from Canada — res¬ 
ponded to the call for data in Firehouse Maga¬ 
zine, October, 1989. 

In total calls in Sierra Madre came in 58th 
with 767 out of 207 fire departments.

Council weathers storm 
of S.M. citizens’ protest 


Sierra Madre City Council decided to request 
till Planning Commissioners to listen to Tuesday 
evci ing’s tape concerning the Hillside Ordinance 
public hearing and locate a professional who would 
assist both groups in drafting a final ordinance that 
would answer some of the legal questions opened 
up by the public Tuesday. They will also set a 
date with the commission for a study session early 
in December. 

Twenty-one residents appealed to the coun¬ 
cil to think twice about drawing straight map 
lines instead of organizing a topographical map 
for the deliniation of properties above Carter and 
into the mountains north of the town. 

Jan Maddox spoke of the council finding this 
way to “legally confiscate the hillsides. Instead of 
80 homes (which could be built in that mountain 
area), 1 see over 200 homes possibly built.” She 
spoke of prejudice and discrimination, receiving 
applause when she concluded. 

Laurie Cooper urged the council to remem¬ 
ber the vested interest Sierra Madreans have in the 
mountains and Edith Dane said, *T absolutely 
protest the latest three-iier development.” 

Bev Morant was concerned about safety if more 
homes were allowed to be built and Midge Mor- 
ash said’the mountains arc “extremely unstable” 


in case of an earthquake. 

Bill Chilton said that the General Plan “says 
don’t develop the hillsides” and Ron Longo was 
concerned about the aesthetics, calling more build¬ 
ing “absolutely deplorable.” 

Dr. Jake Facoory voiced concern that the Plan¬ 
ning Commission had spent so many months, ham¬ 
mering out an ordinance that people could live with 
only to have the council “throw away 18 months of 
work.” He said, “We’re getting the runaround.” 

Chris Davis spoke of the “soul, the spirit of 
this city.” She said, “If you allow developers to 
cut away land, they also cut away at the soul of 
Sierra Madre.” 

Joylouise Smith referred to the changes the 
council had made in the Planning Commission’s 
draft proposal as “A ping pong match.” Judy 
Framan talked about the council’s power and re¬ 
sponsibility. Lee Cline said he was in favor of the 
Planning Commission’s ordinance even though 
“it needs fine tuning.” 

Albert Metzger spoke of the council’s “about 
face” and tallied at “tha tytaimy of the majority" 
as opposed to the “tyranny of the minority.” 
Rose Float Princess Amy Moran appealed to the 
council to save the hillsides. Gurdon Miller cau-

“Sierra Madre EMTs have a 40 percent save 
rate with our new defibrillator, as compared with 
Los Angeles County with a 5 percent save rate,” 
Assistant Fire Chief Roger Lowe told The News 
Monday. “Orange County has only plans for 
such a program.” 

More information will be revealed at the open 
house scheduled for Sunday, Nov. 26 at the fire 
station when all those who donated toward the de¬ 
fibrillator are invited. The open house is open to 
the public. 

Lowe is also director of Emergency Medical 
Services in the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment. 

Two Sierra Madreans — Hal Jordan and June 
Law — are the reason for the high percentage of 
saves. Both were resuscitated and defibrillated 
after suffering a full heart arrest. 

Those fire departments in the defibrillation 
program in Los Angeles County are L.A. County 
Fire Department, L.A. City Fire Department, be¬ 
sides Pasadena, San Gabriel and Sierra Madre Fire 
Departments. Sierra Madre is the only volunteer 
group. At present, 34 local fire department mem¬ 
bers here are trained in the option skill of defib¬ 
rillation out of the 44 firefighters.

1989. Before that date, however, about nine months, 
to be exact. Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department 
went through a long series of preparations. 

“We were so progressive that we almost had 
to write the pilot project,” Lowe said. Necessities 
in the program were basic training, standard or¬ 
ders (what to do in various situations with the 
patient), a system of follow-up which is the quality 
assurance of the program and basic medical ex¬ 
pertise. 

“We decided to stop developing our pilot pro¬ 
ject when Los Angeles County decided to come up 
with a regular program,” Lowe noted. Los Angeles 
was concerened about how a volunteer group such 
as Sierra Madre would function. 

They asked how the local firefighters would 
work an ambulance program. “Did we have para¬ 
medics? How was the ambulance manned?” Sierra 
Madre presented a report and it was passed. 

Lowe said that fast response, advance life sup¬ 
port and critical treatment will go toward making 
sure the patient lives. 

“Although we have no backup paramedics, 
we can respond with such an excellent time frame 
that we’re able to save patients. It is critical to 
start (CPR cardiopulmonary resuscitation) as soon 
as possible. Insufficient CPR is better than no CPR,” 
Lowe said. 

“A typical cardiac arrest patient is a male over 
53 and the incident usually happens in his own 
home. Those who should be trained in CPR are 
a wife or other family members ... To make 
defibrillation work, it takes a bystander who has

started CPR, a call to the 9-1-1 system and a 
fast response time.

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ERA addresses ways to improve town 


How can we improve the outlook for downtown 
Sierra Madre? 

Main Street has been addressing the question 
for over a year, cooperating with the Chamber of 
Commerce on various promotions to attract poten¬ 
tial customers and studying ways to enhance the 
aesthetic appeal of the central business district. 

Now an Economics Research Associates (ERA) 
study, recommended by Main Street and approved 
by the City Council, has completed an in-depth 
look at the current situation and suggested various 
options for improvement. 

The city’s Community Redevelopment Agency 
(CRA) is obliged to spend $2 million in infrastruc¬ 
ture in the downtown area in the next two years 
under the terms of the $8.4 million revenue bond 
issue adopted by the council a year ago. 

This week we will look at the least, and the 
most ambitious (and expensive) options which would 
affect the way in which CRA money is spent. 

The least ambitious would essentially entail 
continuation of existing land uses and voluntary 
response by business owners and tenants. 

Core of traditional business/service 

The ERA study listed the core of traditional 
business and service establishments which have high 
repeat visits from customers: grocery/food stores, 
liquor stores, restaurants, speciality/gift shops, phar¬ 
macies, book/sundries, hardware, banks, laun¬ 
dries/dry cleaning, gas stations/auto services, post 
office, library, city hall/recreation facilities, churches/ 
schools, medical offices, medical care/hospital, 
training facilities. 

It concluded that most of these are currently 
provided in the community. 

The key question, it states, is, “What are the 
niches and the ‘infill’ prospects (which would en¬ 
hance what currently is in place)?’’ 

The opportunities afforded for CRA participa¬ 
tion under this approach according to the study, 
include aid to owners for rehabiliation of un¬ 
reinforced masonry (URM) buildings, such as advisory 
assistant and limited low-interest loans. 

In addition, advisory assistance could be pro¬ 
vided for lot and property consolidation, which 
could enable new and larger businesses to locate in 
the area. 

Niche marketing 

Another recommendation included “niche 
marketing’’ outreach, or a concerted drive (on the 
part of Main Street, Chamber and/or CRA) to 


attract businesses currently absent from the downtown 
scene which could enhance the over-all shopping 
opportunities, such as a book store, sporting goods, 
an additional restaurant, gourmet foods and casual 
clothes stores. 

The study also recommends establishment of a 
Business Improvement District to generate funds for 
implementing such projects as the “niche marketing’’ 
outreach. 

This option was recommended for inclusion in 
more extensive programs. 

The most ambitious (and expensive) option 
would entail a community shopping center or a re¬ 
tirement hotel — an idea submitted by a potential 
developer during the course of the study and included 
by ERA on request. 

The shopping center alternative would entail 
a 4-7acre site and include mixed retail, office and 
professional tenants. 

The study concludes that this is beyond private 
owner/developer capability and financial participa¬ 
tion by the CRA would be, of necessity, limited 
because of the substantial financing required. 

Regarding a retirement hotel, the study noted 
that some $1200 to $1400 in monthly rents would 
be required, placing the project “solidly (in the) 
upper-middle-incoine senior group,’’ thus precluding 
investment by the CRA of the $580,000 it must 
spend on low-income housing in the next two years 
as another of the $8.4 million bond issue require¬ 
ments.

It would require 1.5 to 2.5 acres, if highrise, 
with “structured” parking. The study notes that this 
would be the largest structure in the city, except 
for the Monastery. 

As proposed, the hotel would involve 150 to 
200 units and include a number of on-site services 
which would compete with current downtown busi¬ 
nesses such as beauty shops, laundry, convenience 
store, etc. 

The site ordinarily proposed — behind Old City 
Hall — would require willing sellers, since Sierra 
Madre’s CRA does not have eminent domain. 

Hotel on Montecito? 

However, since Scott Aviation has announced 
plans to discontinue operations and close its facility 
here, at least one council member has mentioned 
the possibility of utilizing this property for the pro¬ 
posal. 

CRA participation, however, would be precluded, 
since Easta Montecito is not included in the 
CRA project area (the area in which CRA funds 
can be spent). 

The ERA study does not recommend either of 
these two alternative options, although it recom¬ 
mends including the first in the combination of two 
options which it does support. 

Next we will look at the two options which 
the report feels would most benefit the com¬ 
munity and business area of Sierra Madre.

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One of Sierra Madre’s significant features 
is that the dominant character of downtown 
has been established and is little changed since 
1965. Economic Research Associates (ERA) 
points out that . . mix of uses is clearly 
neighborhood scale in services outlook, and in 
mode of operation. There is obvious need for 
a ‘Software Program’ of publicly funded 
initiatives which will make private owner and 
tenant response both worthwhile and reasonable 
reinvestments.” 

That term, “software,” is misleading. 
During the joint study session of the City 
Council, Main Street and Chamber boards 
held last Thursday evening with ERA con¬ 
sultant David Wilcox, he explained that the 
term refers to “risk dollars that don’t yield 
indentifiable dollar returns but are important 
to the revitalization process.” That cleared it 
up for him, but many still may be wondering 
what is meant. Discussing specifics should clari¬ 
fy his intent. 

From staff’s perspective, these so called 
software efforts are not only important . . . they 
are fundamental and imperative to downtown 


revitalization in Sierra Madre. They may also 
be among the most controversial decisions tO ' 
be made and implemented. 

Why? Because, many of the specific soft¬ 
ware programs will involve spending public 
funds in cooperation with or on behalf of ' 
private property or business owners, usually as 
incentive or “pump priming” initiatives. 

Another reason is that other software pro¬ 
grams include subjective decisions. Since the 
vast majority of property and business ow¬ 
ners in Sierra Madre are independent business 
people, as opposed to being part of a cor¬ 
porate business organization, by definition they 
have their own point of view. It has been my 
experience that getting decisions made with 
groups of independents takes longer, is the 
source of significant frustration and is a true 
test of patience for everyone involved. 

What are some of these software programs 
ERA identified? They number five: 

1) Technical advisory assistance to owners of 
unreinforced masonry (URM) buildings. 

2) Limited low-interest loans to owners of 
buildings requiring modest URM code com¬ 
pliance (say, under $80,(X)0 per structure). 

3) Technical advisory assistance about the ad¬ 
vantages of lot and property consolidation. 

4) “Niche marketing” outreach to Sierra Madre 
residents (what downtown does better). 

5) Upgrading the organizational program and 
membership responsibilities of the downtown 
business community. 

I’ll take a look at each of these during 
the next few weeks to suggest how they fit 
into the revitalization program and why they 
are important — imperative — to success.

tioned the council that “everybody’s interest have 
to be listened to.” 

Verna Chilton showed dramatic newspaper 
historic articles about earlier fires and unpredictable 
rainfall as well as mud and flood pictures. “I 
personally find it unconscionable to value the dollar 
over human life.” 

Caroline Brown said of the mountainside, 
“It is simply not fiat land turned on edge” and 
Ralph Schroder urged that the council change loca¬ 
tions of meetings when a large crowd is expected. 

MaryAnn McGilvray summarized everyone’s 
discussion and talked of the safety and well-being 
of the general populace. Sandra Kelly read what 
she called a bedtime story in which she chopped 
away at the council for “giving in to developers.” 

Mark Steres, attorney for Lawson and Annette 
Martin who own property in the hillsides, spoke 
on the other side and told councilmembers to 
“keep strict development standards but check den¬ 
sity . . . You need to take each parcel on a case- 
by-case basis.” 

Father John Devaney, spokesperson for Mater 
Dolorosa, also spoke in defense of property that 
the Monastery has and said, “Our property is sur¬ 
rounded on three sides by developed and crowded 
neighborhoods . . . Under the original ordinance 
it seems to us we were being penalized . . . be¬ 
cause we’ve chosen not to develop . . . The newer 
version at least seems more equitable . . . Down¬ 
zoning would have a disastrous effect on our prop¬ 
erty . . . We have been approached by real estate 
people. We do not encourage them. We have 
no plans for development . . . We share the fer¬ 
vent hope that Sierra Madre will continue to be 
what it has always been — a place of harmony.” 

Carl West, attorney, speaking for another 
property owner, Michael Heflin, said, “If the com¬ 
munity seeks to take land and turn it into a con¬ 
servancy, they must be prepared to buy the land.” 

John Volman’s family has owned 11 acres 
in the hillsides near the Willis property since 1932 
and he is concerned that the city will confiscate

his property. “If you want the property, exert 
eminent doman, buy property and pay the price. 
It is not moral to confiscate property." 

Gertrude Daniels cautioned the council, “It 
is a burden on you to equate all emotions with 
the practical ... I believe there’s no way a de¬ 
veloper can get into Sierra Madre and desecrate 
our hills.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai scolded the audience, 
saying the councilmembers were all volunteers, 
not in the “realm of politicians.” He said, “We’re 
not supposed to listen to the 100 people who storm 
the chambers. We must look at the entire, total 
picture . . . It’s unfortunate we have to defend 
ourselves.” 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer, who guided 
the meeting in the absence of Mayor Crow, said 
he shared Bartolai’s feelings. “Every property is 
different. We represent you all.” 

Shelby Pope spoke against the MSI fee report 
because it needs to be “put together to be easily 
read,” she said. This possible ordinance concerns 
the raising of many of the city’s fees. 

After other questions were raised, the council 
decided to adopt the ordinance and continue the 
matter to the Nov. 28 meeting for a resolution and 
public hearing. 

In other matters, Tom Prevette, manager of 
Cablevision Arcadia/Sierra Madre, said that the 
cable company thinks it is in compliance and that 
the company is in the process of looking into access 
programming for Sierra Madre, planning to in¬ 
ventory equipment and looking at next year’s 
operating budget to replace and enhance equip¬ 
ment. 

“We are committed to moving past confronta¬ 
tional issues,” he said, referring to some angry 
correspondence that had been printed about the 
cable company. The company will come back with 
recommendations at the Dec. 12 meeting. 

City Administrator Jim McRea will set up a 
meeting of the Arcadia and Sierra Madre street 
engineering departments and rough out a plan to 
illustrate prospective improvement on Orange Grove, 
a street which is owned by both towns. 

He said there would be a hearing and authori¬ 
zation for a design engineer. Bartolai suggested put¬ 
ting Orange Grove plans on the agenda and noti¬ 
fying the public of a hearing in January. 

Sierra Madre is attempting to provide assistance 
to the owners of unreinforced masonry (URM) 
buildings to help them get rehabilitation of their 
buildings started. It was undecided whether to pro¬ 
vide testing, consultation, or some other form of 
aid to help them get their buildings “earthquake 
safe.”

“Sierra Madre is not unique,” David Wilcox of 
Ecomonic Research Associates (ERA) explained to 
Sierra Madre City Council, Chamber of Commerce 
and Main Street last week. 

“Many other hillside communities are in the 
same situation (with their retail businesses). You 
are not alone, but you need to find a way of doing 
something about it. 

“As far as retail space is concerned, if you had 
to start all over given Sierra Madre’s population, 
you would need 131,000 $q. ft. Sierra Madre has 
ISO.OCX) sq. ft., but the problem exists that your 
retail is not functioning properly.” 

Wilcox went on to show that Sierra Madre’s 
per capita income was higher than average and that 
the spending power for disposable (spendable) 
income was great within the city limits. 

“But clearly the data shows that the money is 
being spent elsewhere,” he continued. “That’s where 
the retail is (malfunctioning). People spend else¬ 
where.” 

When asked by several persons to explain what 
strategy ERA recommends, he pointed to the list of 
“software” items as a starting place. These included 
using the Unreinforced Masonry (URM) situation, 
the city granting low-interest loans, seeking technical 
advice on lot/property usage, utilizing “niche mar¬ 
keting” and reorganizing Main Street and the cham¬ 
ber into a redevelopment district (see article else¬ 
where in The News). 

URM as a positive 

Wilcox reminded the group that the city would 
have to come up with a plan to mitigate the URM 
situation of buildings in town to make them “quake 


proof. Why not make this a positive instead of a 
negative? Since all that time, money and effort is 
going to go into meeting the URM requirements, 
why not make that an occasion for redevelopment 
at the same time?” 

He suggested new buildings that would use the 
more cost-effective wood frame rather than masonry. 
Low-interest loans would be employed in this area, 
both in URM reinforcement and redevelopment. 

In answer to Mayor Bruce Crow’s questions 
on the functioning of “niche marketing,” Wilcox 
stated, “It’s really an outreach. You’ve got to sit 
down with your business community and decide 
what kind of businesses you want here in Sierra 
Madre. Narrow down that list, then go out and talk 
to those businesses. They won’t come to you. 
You’ve got to get on them and say ‘This is our 
town, these are our plans for redevelopment, here 
are our ideas on growth, here is our progress.’ That’s 
where solidifying the URM plans is so crucial. 
You won’t attract any new businesses to Sierra Madre 
if you tell them they are going to move into a 
URM building.” 

Councilman Roy Buchan said, “What this re¬ 
port is saying is that all our buildings are losers. 
It says that an earthquake will significantly destroy 
all the buildings. Why not take a fresh look at 
all the buildings? You could get rid of them all 
and upgrade/reinforce at the same time.” 

Office space as a buffer 

Questions were raised about the industrial area 
now occupied by Scott Aviation, which recently 
announced its plans to relocate by June, 1991. 

“This recent development hightens what we

In her book, the chapters consist of mem¬ 
ories and lessons from her childhood, and things 
that now enrich her life: health, humor, hos- 
pitability, books, the arts, friends, career and 
money. Her major theme as she talks and as 
she writes is that: “Everything of value 
costs something: time, money or 
energy. Every prize has its price, and if we hope 
to obtain the prize, we must pay the price.” 

Luci Swindoll is committed to live life 




fully, truly, deeply, and responsibly. This is 
how she states it is the exact middle of her 
book: 

“Nothing is certain. For that very reason 
every people, every individual, has a great res¬ 
ponsibility in our amorphous uncertain age, a 
greater responsibility than ever before. It is in 
such uncertain possibility-filled times that the 
contribution of a people and of an individual 
can have incalculable value. 

“What then is our duty? It is to carefully 
distinguish the historic moment in which we 
live and to consciously assign our small energies 
to a specific battlefield.”

already recommended in the report,” Wilcox stated, 
“namely that the whole area now occupied by Scott 
Aviation be turned into office space. It wall act as a 
nice buffer between strictly commercial and residen¬ 
tial, as well as bring more employees into the town. 
That will allow more space for retail downtown 
(as office space is moved there) and bring more 
employees to the market.” 

Mayor Crow brought up the point that the ERA 
report had suggested developing the area now occu¬ 
pied with the Mariposa Parking Lot. “We’re 
ready to put down SVi million to do a parking 
lot and you’re saying we should develop there.” 

Wilcox replied by explaining that “when the re¬ 
port was initially prepared, I wasn’t aware of the 
plans for the lot. It would be a prime area for 
development, maybe for the retirement hotel pro¬ 
ject, but I can’t prove to you that there is a demand 
market there or that it would be feasible. Due to 
those facts, I would advise that you continue with 
the project as planned.” 

Wilcox also highlighted the points made in the 
report that the proposed projects of a retirement 
hotel or new shopping center were economically 
unfeasible for Sierra Madre anywhere in the near 


future. 

There was discussion about the parking proo- 
lems in the city as well as possible alternatives 
such as expanding several lots and including under¬ 
ground parking. Doug Delahooke made the com¬ 
ment, “It is a shame that the city had to beg pro¬ 
perty owners to pave their parking lots for free (in the 
slated Mariposa Parking Lot project).” 

Opinions of the report 

The council was asked its opinion of the report 
by the other groups and whether it was worth 
the money invested. All the councilmembers res¬ 
ponded that it was what they had expected and more, 
and that if the information was used, it would 
be well worth the investment. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler added that “hiring 
consultants is new to us. Other cities do it all the 
time. We need to venture out and get this kind of 
information. We shouldn’t be so isolationist.” 

Cecilia Larson, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, was concerned that the report 
did not separate the types of retail businesses 
that existed in the city between “those that are trying 


to support a family and those that are just doing it 
as a hobby. There is a big difference. We need to 
know to find out how hard they are willing to work 
at redevelopment.” 

Judy Webb, first vice president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, also raised the issue that there was 
not enough “how to” in the report, but was in¬ 
formed by the councilmembers that the report was 
not designed to be as such and that this fact was 
understood from the beginning. The report was to 
be more “diagnosis” than a “prescription.” 

Webb also raised issues as to the feasibility 
of “niche marketing.” “We tried to get some busi¬ 
nesses to come. They won’t come up here. They 
think their business will die if they come to Sierra 
Madre. You have to give someone good incentive 
to bring a profitable business to Sierra Madre and 
risk failure.” 

Mayor Crow asked if the solutions in the report 
would help to bring those businesses to the city, 
with Webb replying that “it might.”

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer suggested that 
the city seek out persons who could be paid a 
commission for each business they attract into 
town. “Other cities are doing it where an agent 
gets a percentage on each business they bring in, 
and it’s had quite a measure of success.’’ 

Main Street Coordinator Ron Hutson re-em- 

phasized that the report was not to be a “how to” 
but a measure of what was economically viable 
and strategies to maximize this viability. “For me, 
this gives specific direction for us to go.” He 
added, however, that “the business community 
doesn’t share my view on which direction to go,” 
although he did not explain what his view was. 


Christopher Valencia, speaking from the 
chamber’s point of view, reminded everyone that 
nothing could be done without the property owners’ 
support.

Some interesting trends 
are turning up in the 
field of theatrical enter¬ 
tainment. One of them is 
the drama that does 
not use a conventional 
theater but carries out 
its story throughout the 
entire building. Best 
known in this area is the 
long-running “Tamara,” 
which turned American 
Legion Hall into a villa 
in pre-WWll Italy. The 
audience, apparently in¬ 
visible to the characters, 
follows them from 
chapel to dining room to 
bedrooms to kitchen, 
watching them play out 
their soap-opera melo- 
dramatics. It is quite 
satisfying to the voyeur 
in us all. 

Newest in this genre is 
“Tony N’ Tina’s 


Wedding,” which takes 
over the patio and 
dining room of the 
Park Plaza Hotel, across 
the street from McArthur 
Park in L.A. In this 
case, the audience is not 
invisible; they are 
guests at an Italian 
wedding, and it is essen¬ 
tial to understanding just 
what is going on to mingle 
somewhat. Don’t worry. 
Everyone who has ever 
been to a big wedding of 
people you hardly 
know has the part down 
pat. You have met the 
preacher who goes on 
too long, the “special 
readings,” the antique 
relatives, the gum-chew 
bridesmaids, the decora¬ 
tions full of satin hearts. 
Suffice it to say that all 
the tacky bits you have 


ever seen are represented 
here, and there is no need 
to stifle your laugh¬ 
ter, which is quite a re¬ 
lief. 

There are the photo¬ 
graphers, still and video. 
(Do we have real 
ceremonies anymore or 
do we just stage things 
for the cameras?) There 
is the reception with a 
rock band and Italian 
food and champagne. It 
gets to be quite a party, 
and if you join the 
dancing and get in¬ 
volved, you appreciate 


more of the amazing 
detail, but sitting back 
and watching is entire¬ 
ly possible. 

Nancy Cassaro is 
credited with the con¬ 
ception for this satiric 
comment on Italo-Amer- 
ican tribal customs and 
she plays the bride to the 
hilt. Susan Varon is the 
Brides’ Mother to 
end the species, and the 
28 other characters all 
seem to catch that curious 
blend of tension, for¬ 
mality, vulgarity and 
affection that appear 


at so many weddings. 
It’s quite a show! 
For tickets — excuse 
me — invitations, call 
(213)446-1767. 

Another trend is illus¬ 
trated by the advance 
publicity for the in¬ 
describable “Star¬ 
light Express,” which is 
now touring the coun¬ 
try. It emphasizes the 
“most expensive 
touring company ever,” 
and points out that for 
every $10, $6 are 

spent on the technical 
tricks. It’s about a train 
race, the heroine is 
some kind of special 
car, and everybody is on 
roller skates. 

This is Andrew Lloyd 
Weber’s most recent 
venture. It sounds like 
advance publicity for the 


circus. I would not pre¬ 
sume to give it a theatri¬ 
cal criticism without 
seeing it, and the circus 
is entertaining, but it’s a 
far cry form “Evita.” 

The new series of 
plays at the American 
Academy of Dramatic 
Art, 2550 Paloma 
St. runs this Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday. 
They are “The Trip 
Back Down” by John 
Bishop, dealing with 
the return to private life 
of a stock car racer, 
and “A Lie of the 
Mind” by Sam Shepard, 
having to do with the 
intricacies of love.

help one read the 
Bible with renewed 
insight.
